In view of the foregoing, apolicant submits that Norin does not describe each and 

therefore claim 1 is not anticipated by Norin. Since claim 
this claim is also allowable over Norin. 


every element of claim 1 . anc 
2 depends from allowable claim 1, 
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Independent claims 3, 4, 6, 7 and 11 each has a limitation similar to that of 
independent claim 1, which vyas shown is not taught by Norln. For example, claim 3 
recites, "separating the messages into groups of messages having the same 
bandwidth", and claim 4 recites "separating the signal into groups of messages having 
frequency bands with the sanrjie bandwidth", and claim 6 recites ''at the relaying station 
separating the messages into groups of messages having the same bandwidth", and 
claims 7 and 1 1 redte "a filtier unit to filter and group the separated messages into 
groups of messages having; the same bandwidth". Norin does not teach these 
limitations for the above-men^oned reasons. Therefore, claims 3, 4, 6, 7 and 1 1 are 
likewise allowable over Norin. Since claim 5 depends from claim 4, claims 8-10 depend 
from claim 7, and claims 12-13 depend from claim 11, these claims are also allowable 
over Norin.
